Despite being hit especially hard 
by the bad economy, blacks’ assess- 
ment of race relations and pros- 
pects for the future has surged 
more dramatically during the past 
two years than at any time in the 
past quarter-century, according to 
a poll.

Google Threatens to Leave China 



Company: E-mail 
accounts of dissident 
Chinese were hacked 

San Francisco 

Google Inc. said Tuesday it might 
end its operations in China after it 
discovered that the e-mail accounts 
of human rights activists had been 
breached. 

The company disclosed in a blog 
post that it had detected a “highly 
sophisticated and targeted attack 
on our corporate infrastructure 
originating from China.” Further 
investigation revealed that “a pri- 
mary goal of the attackers was 
accessing the Gmail accounts of 
Chinese human rights activists,” 
Google said in the post written by 
Chief Legal Officer David Drum- 
mond. 

Google did not specifically 
accuse the Chinese government of 
participating in the cyber attack. 
But the company added that it is 
“no longer willing to continue cen- 
soring our results” on its Chinese 
search engine, as the government 
requires. Google says the deci- 


sion could force it to shut down 
its Chinese site and its offices in 
the country. 

It’s unclear how much of a blow 
to its business Google would suf- 
fer by pulling out of China. The 
country has the world’s larg- 
est population of Internet users 
but research firm Analysys 
International said last year that 
Baidu.com handled 62 percent of 


Web searches in China compared 
with 29 percent for Google. 

Clothilde Le Coz, Washing- 
ton director for Reporters With- 
out Borders, called Google’s will- 
ingness to stop censoring results 
a positive step but added it doesn’t 
necessarily mean more informa- 
tion will be available to the aver- 
age Chinese person. 

“The Chinese government is one 


of the most efficient in terms of cen- 
soring the Web,” she said. 

To obtain its Chinese license, 
Google agreed to omit Web con- 
tent that the country’s govern- 
ment found objectionable. At the 
time, Google executives said they 
struggled with how to reconcile 
the censorship concessions with 
the company’s motto of “don’t be

Washington 

Reports of airplanes hitting birds 
and other wildlife surged last year, 
including serious accidents such as 
birds crashing through cockpits 
and crippling engines in flight, 
according to an Associated Press 
analysis of new government data. 
More than a dozen states across 
two migration routes from Minne- 
sota to Texas have seen the high- 
est increases. 

“Birds and planes are fight- 


ing for airspace, and it’s getting 
increasingly crowded,” said Rich- 
ard Dolbeer, an expert on bird- 
plane collisions. 

The government’s tally for all 
bird strikes last 
year could reach or 
even exceed 10,000 
for the first time — 
which would rep- 
resent about 27 
strikes every day. 

There were at least 
57 cases in the first 
seven months of 

2009 that caused 

serious damage and three in which 
planes and a corporate helicopter 
were destroyed by birds. At least

eight people died. 

The destroyed planes include 
the Airbus A320 that, with 155 
passengers and crew, went into 
the Hudson River a year ago this 
week after hitting a flock of Cana- 
da geese.

So, why the increase in bird- 
strike reports? 

Airports and airlines have 
become more diligent about report- 
ing, said Mike Beiger, national 
coordinator for the airport wildlife 
hazards program at the Agriculture 
Department. Experts also blame 
increasing populations of large 
birds that can knock out engines

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Job Seekers Facing Tough Odds

The competition for jobs is intensi- 
f 3 dng as companies are reluctant to 
hire new workers, leaving millions 
of unemployed Americans chasing 
fewer job openings. 

There were nearly 6.4 unem- 
ployed workers, on average, for 
each available job at the end of 
November, according to Labor 


Department data released Tues- 
day. That’s up from 6.1 in October 
and a record high. 

There were 1.7 jobless people for 
each opening in December 2007, 
when the recession began. 

Job openings fell sharply to 
2.42 million in November from 
2.57 million in October, according 
to the department’s Job Openings 
and Labor Turnover survey. 

That drop may not sound like 
a lot, but it’s the lowest number 
of openings since July 2009 and 
the second-lowest since the Labor 
Department began tracking the

data in 2000. 

The decline shows that even as 
layoffs are slowing, hiring hasn’t 
picked up. The economy lost 85,000 
jobs in December, the depart- 
ment said last week, an improve- 
ment from the average job cuts 
of 691,000 per month in the first 
quarter of last year. 

Many economists expect the 
improving trend will continue and 
the economy will likely add jobs in 
the first quarter of this year. But 
with so many people out of work, the 
unemployment rate is forecast to top 
10.5 percent later this year, (ap)

Port police knew the shipment 
of pentaer3Thritol tetranitrate was 
coming from overseas and had 
extra security in place, Morehead 
City Fire Chief Wes Fail said. He 
would not say who imported the 
chemical or where it came from. 
U.S. Coast Guard Chief Petty Offi- 
cer Mike Hvozda said the ship’s last 
port of call was in Spain. 

No injuries were reported and 
officials did not count how many 


people left town. 

PETN was part of a device 
authorities say a Nigerian man 
used to try to bring down a Detroit- 
bound Northwest flight on Christ- 
mas Day. It is often used in mili- 
tary explosives and found inside 
blasting caps. 

Morehead City Mayor Jerry 
Jones said the damage appeared 


to be an accident and there were 
no concerns about terrorism. He 
said a dock worker punctured 
the containers as he was unload- 
ing them. 

Tail said nine containers were 
damaged and a small amount of 
PETN leaked out. He described the 
material as “slurry,” part liquid and

Major Quake Hits Haiti

Iraqis Thwart Suspected Attack 


7.0-magnitude tremor 
destroys a hospital, 
houses near capital 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

The largest earthquake ever record- 
ed in the area shook Haiti on Tues- 
day, collapsing a hospital where 
people screamed for help. Other 
buildings also were damaged, and 
scientists said they expected “sub- 
stantial damage and casualties.” 

With communications disrupt- 
ed, there were no reports of deaths 
or injuries soon after the quake, 
as powerful aftershocks shook 
the country. 

The earthquake had a prelim- 
inary magnitude of 7.0 and was 
centered about 10 miles west of 
the capital of Port-au-Prince, the 
U.S. Geological Survey said. It had 
a depth of 5 miles. It was the larg- 
est quake recorded in the area, said 
USGS analyst Dale Grant, and the 
last major one since a magnitude- 
6.7 temblor in 1984. 

An Associated Press videogra- 
pher saw the wrecked hospital in 



Petionville, a hillside Port-au-Prince 
district that is home to many diplo- 
mats and wealthy Haitians. Else- 
where, a U.S. government official 
reported seeing houses that had 
tumbled into a ravine. 

Haiti’s ambassador to the U.S., 
Raymond Joseph, said from his 
Washington office that he spoke 
to President Rene Preval’s chief 


of staff, Fritz Longchamp, just 
after the quake hit. He said Long- 
champ told him that “buildings 
were crumbling right and left” 
near the national palace. 

Don Blakeman, an analyst at the 
USGS in Golden, Colo., said such a 
strong quake carried the potential 
for widespread damage. “I think we 
are going to see substantial dam- 
age and casualties,” he said. 

The quake was felt in the 
Dominican Republic, which shares 
a border with Haiti on the island 
of Hispaniola. 

In Washington, State Depart- 
ment spokesman Gordon Duguid 
said U.S. officials were holding 
emergency meetings. “We need to 
gather what information we can 
quickly. We will, of course, assist 
in any way we can,” he said. 

Felix Augustin, Haiti’s consul 
general in New York, said he was 
concerned about everyone in Haiti, 
including his relatives. 

“Communication is absolutely 
impossible,” he said. “I’ve been try- 
ing to call my ministry, and I can- 
not get through. ... It’s mind-bog- 
gling.” JONATHAN M. KATZ (AP) 


Baghdad 

Iraqi forces seized a large cache of 
explosives and arrested suspect- 
ed insurgents allegedly planning 
to target government ministries 
Tuesday, in a crackdown across 
the capital that brought parts of 
the city to a standstill. 

The security measures demon- 
strated the ever-present fear that 
insurgents will carry out more 
bombings, like the ones against 
government buildings in past 
months that killed hundreds, ahead 
of the March elections. 


The government’s announce- 
ment that it had arrested 25 sus- 
pects and seized 880 pounds of 
explosives also set off accusations 
from some Sunni politicians that 
the government had exaggerated 
the incident to burnish its security 
credentials. The charges laid bare 
the lack of trust in Iraq between 
the Shiite-dominated government 
and Sunni Muslims. 

The suspects who were arrest- 
ed Tuesday had been planning an 
attack that morning, said Maj. Gen. 
Qassim al-Moussawi, the capi- 
tal’s top military spokesman, (ap)

Iran blames Israel, 
U.S. for attack on 
low-profile scientist 

Tehran, Iran 

A senior physics professor who 
publicly backed Iran’s opposition 
leader was killed when a bomb- 
rigged motorcycle exploded as he 
left for work Tuesday. The govern- 
ment blamed the U.S. and Israel 
for the attack. 

The blast apparently was set 
off by a remote trigger, but it was 
unclear why the professor was tar- 
geted. The victim was a 50-year- 
old researcher with no promi- 
nent political voice, no published 
work with military relevance and 
no declared links to Iran’s nucle- 
ar program. 

Hard-line backers of the Islamic 
system have urged stronger mea- 
sures to try to crush and intimi- 
date anti-government forces. But 
the Tehran University professor, 
Masoud Ali Mohammadi, was far 
from a front-row political player. 

He joined a list of 240 faculty 
members in a declaration support-

ing opposition candidate Mir Hos- 
sein Mousavi before June’s disput- 
ed presidential election but did not 
take any known high-profile role in 
the protests after the vote.

“There’s a lot of conflicting 
and confusing aspects to this,” 
said Mehrzad Boroujerdi, an Ira- 
nian affairs expert at Syracuse 
University.

Woman Who Hid 
Anne Frank Dies 


Dutch ex-secretary 
kept teen’s diary after 
Nazis seized family 

Amsterdam, Netherlands 

Without Miep Gies, the story of 
Anne Frank might never have 
been known. 

The former office secretary 
who helped hide the Jewish teen- 
ager from the Nazis for two years 
gathered up the scattered diary 
pages after the Frank family was 
arrested and sent to concentration 
camps. She locked the papers — 
unread — in her desk until Frank’s 
father, Otto, returned, the only fam- 
ily member to survive. 

Gies died Monday from a neck 
injury suffered when she fell last 
month, the Anne Frank House 
museum said. She was 100 and had 
been one of the few people still alive 
who knew Anne Frank. 

Gies was the last of the “help- 
ers,” the six non-Jews who smuggled 
food, books and news of the outside 
world to the secret attic apartment 
of the warehouse where Anne, her

parents, sister and four other Jews 
hid during World War 11. 

Condolence messages poured in 
to an online registry at the rate of 
about 100 per hour Tuesday, said 
museum spokeswoman Annema- 
rie Bekker. 

Israeli President Shimon Peres, 
in a letter to the Dutch queen, 
said Gies “won the hearts of all 
of us” through her efforts to save 
the Frank family. “Miep’s selfless 
humanitarian deed inspires us to 
continue believing in the goodness 
and integrity of human beings in 
the face of unfathomable evil,” 
Peres wrote. Arthur max (ap)

Tysons Plans New 
Walkable District 


Transit-oriented site 
will connect to Metro 
Silver Line station 

Tysons Corner, Va. 

Plans are under way to transform 
a bland stretch of office and indus- 
trial parks in Tysons Corner into 
a bustling arts and entertainment 
district with high-rise corporate 
and residential buildings, restau- 
rants and boutiques. 

The Georgelas Group, a 
McLean-based developer, is plan- 
ning Tysons’ first transit-oriented 
neighborhood tied to one of four Sil- 
ver Line Metrorail stations being 
built there. The proposed develop- 
ment is a 28-acre residential, office 
and retail complex centered on the 
Tysons West stop at Leesburg Pike 
and Spring Hill Road. 

“This is a great opportunity for 
Tysons to transform,” said Aaron 
Georgelas, the project’s lead devel- 
oper. “It’s now time for us to grow 
around this transit system.” 


The proposal is based on Fair- 
fax County’s ambitious plan to 
redevelop car-focused Tysons from 
one of the region’s most congested 
job centers into a network of eight 
urban neighborhoods, four of which 
would be designed around the new 
stations. The plan is going through 
the county approval process. 

In the meantime, Fairfax has 
developed criteria for a demonstra- 
tion project that could serve as the 
first example of a transit-oriented 
community in Tysons. 

Georgelas said the development 
would add nightlife to an other- 
wise dull business district. “Tysons 
shuts down at five o’clock; there’s 
no place to go,” he said. 

“The goal is to create a des- 
tination where there currently 
isn’t one.” 

Georgelas is working with the 
Metropolitan Washington Air- 
ports Authority to build the sta- 
tion entrance within the develop- 
ment. Construction could begin 
as soon as mid-2011. kafia a. hosh

Washington 

Harriette Walters’ ill-gotten goods 
could be your fashion steal. 

The extensive handbag col- 
lection of Walters, ringleader of 
a nearly $49 million operation 
that stole tax revenues undetect- 
ed from the District for close to 
two decades, is up for auction; 
the U.S. Attorney’s Office for the 
District confirmed the collection 
was hers. 

The sale is being run by a Texas 
auction house on behalf of the U.S. 
Marshals Service, which took con- 
trol of the purses when Walters’ 
forfeited them as part of her fed- 
eral case. 

She was sentenced to 17 1/2 
years in prison in 2009 for her 
thievery while a manager in D.C’s 
Office of Tax and Revenue.

No End to Mexico Mayhem 

As brutal drug cartels battle for supremacy, the country’s murder tally skyrockets 


Mexico City 

Mexico opened the new year with 
what could be its most dubious dis- 
tinction yet in the three-year-old 
battle against drug trafficking — 
69 murders in one day. 

The country resembled a grim, 
statistical dart board Saturday as 
law enforcement and media report- 
ed the deaths from various regions, 
including 26 in the border city of 
Ciudad Juarez, 13 in and around 
Mexico City, and 10 in the north- 
ern city of Chihuahua. 

More than 6,500 drug-related 
killings made 2009 the bloodiest 
year since President Felipe Cal- 
deron declared war on the cartels 
in late 2006 and deployed 45,000 
soldiers to fight organized crime, 
according to death tallies by San 
Diego’s Trans-Border Institute. 

Two weeks into 2010, gang 
bloodshed is becoming more gro- 
tesque as drug lords ramp up their 
attempts at intimidation. Last week 
a victim’s face was peeled from his 



Vicious Kingpin Arrested 

On Tuesday, Mexico captured a kingpin accused of terrorizing his way to the 
top of a gang fighting for control of key U.S. drug routes — even ordering rivals 
dissolved in acid. The arrest, announced by U.S. and Mexican officials, capped 
a series of victories in Mexico’s U.S.-backed war on narcotics. 

A U.S. official and a Mexican law enforcement official said Teodoro Garcia 
Simental — known as “El Teo" — is the second alleged major drug lord to be 
taken down in less than a month by President Felipe Calderon’s government. 

Garcia is considered to be among the country’s most vicious kingpins. Of- 
ficials say he was to blame for many of the beheaded bodies found dumped in 
Tijuana and that he ordered hundreds of bodies to be dissolved in acid. He is 
listed among Mexico’s 24 most-wanted drug lords, and the government had of- 
fered $2.1 million for information leading to his arrest. 

His arrest comes on the heels of another triumph for Calderon’s drug war. 
Mexican marines killed reputed kingpin Arturo Beltran Leyva on Dec. 16. (ap)

ico can override drug use, especially 
since demand for the drugs, as well 
as all the money and weapons, come 
from the United States.” 

Using their so-called Narcoba- 
rometer, researchers at the Uni- 
versity of San Diego’s Trans-Bor- 
der Institute track and analyze 
murders in Mexico. Their tally: 
more than 20,000 murders since 
2001, more than half in the past 
two years. 


However, the institute noted 
that seven of Mexico’s eight major 
cartels have been weakened by gov- 
ernment operations. The Sinaloa 
cartel headed by billionaire Joaquin 
“El Chapo” Guzman has been most- 
ly unscathed and may become the 
country’s dominant group. 

Though almost all of drug-vio- 
lence victims are somehow involved 
with cartels, the impact is felt well 
beyond law enforcement and orga- 
nized crime. “I’m afraid to take to 
the streets every day because of the 
violence, and I no longer want to 
excel economically because it could 
make me an easy target for a kid- 
napping,” said Silvana Cervantes, 
a Monterrey nurse. 

Tijuana resident Fernando 
Escobedo said he used to spend his 
evenings at a vibrant strip of clubs 
in the border city until a recent 
massacre at one of his hangouts. 

“Now I prefer socializing at 
houses or parties, with fami- 
ly or lifetime friends,” he said.

Any- 
body, whether it’s him or anybody, 
that thinks a coach has to run plays 
to get you shots — that’s the sign of 
a team that’s not going to be a very 
good team,” Saunders said.

Any doubt that Kurt Warner will go 
down as one of the greatest playoff 
quarterbacks of all time ended with 
his wild card masterpiece.

Warner and wife, Brenda, 
have seven children. He is a man of 
deep faith, heavily involved in the 
charitable foundation he and his 
wife run. When he missed a game 
with a concussion earlier this sea- 
son, some old concerns about the 
quality of life he would have with 
his family resurfaced. 

“Right now I’m playing football 
this year as long as I can,” Warner 
said after Sunday’s win.

The truth of the Matter 



McGwire may win 
his life back because 
he refused to lie 

Baseball 

Mark McGwire didn’t lie to Con- 
gress. 

So, now, he can tell the truth: 
“I used steroids during my playing 
career, and I apologize.” 

When he came to 
Capitol Hill in 2005, 
the slugger created 
his own version of 
the Fifth Amendment, 
answering repeatedly, 
“I don’t want to talk 
about the past.” 

That day, his strategy didn’t look 
too smart. But now it does. 

Barry Bonds and Roger Clem- 
ens might wish, in hindsight, that 
they had the option to do what 
McGwire did Monday. But when 
you’ve sworn to a grand jury, or 
to Congress, that you’re clean, you 
can’t take it back. Both are still 
under investigation. 

McGwire, by contrast, will be 
heading to spring training next 
month as the hitting instructor for 
his former St. Louis Cardinals. 

The sun is always warm in St. 
Petersburg. There will be slaps on 
the Big Mac back. 

Even though he has admitted 


that he cheated for a decade, he’ll 
be welcomed. Almost a recluse in 
recent years, McGwire will have his 
life — in baseball — back at last. 

Like our parents said, when you 
do something wrong, don’t lie about 
it. It makes it worse. Sometimes 
worse than what you did. 

McGwire will even regain some 
portion of his lost respect in the 
sport because he knows what price 
he’ll pay. With his decision Mon- 
day “to come clean,” McGwire 
almost certainly incinerates any 
chance he may have had to reach 
the Hall of Fame. 

What a no-brainer of a choice: 
Do you want to tough it out and 


hope that, someday, mores change 
and you make the Hall of Fame? 
Or do you want to have your nor- 
mal human life back, albeit with 
a slightly larger blotch on your 
record? Perhaps what’s surpris- 
ing is that it took McGwire this 
long to decide. 

Despite all our sensible reserva- 
tions and a cynicism we’ve earned 
over the last 20-some years, Mon- 
day was a fine day for McGwire 
and a good one for baseball, too. 

Honesty may be the best pol- 
icy. But, as Mark McGwire has 
shown us once more, refusing 
to lie is often just as important.

Vampire Weekend’s 
sophomore effort 
oozes substance but 
not instant appeal

Vampire Weekend’s 2008 self-ti- 
tled release could have succumbed 
to the fate of an album version 
of a one-hit wonder. A group of 
Ivy League prepsters came out of 
nowhere to smack the world over 
the head with a perfectly adorable 
collection of tunes. 

The band’s second album, “Con- 
tra,” has been awaited with much 
curiosity, mostly to see whether

this Paul Simon-inspired bunch of 
white guys doing Afro-pop is actual- 
ly talented, or whether they exhaust- 
ed their cultural-tourism funds on 
the first project. While “Contra” 
is not a brilliant success. Vampire 
Weekend does almost the impos- 
sible on a follow-up to a breakout 
hit: evoking what worked on the 
first album without repeating itself, 
while managing to exhibit some 
maturation along the way. 


Where the self-titled release 
settled into safe repetition of cute 
hooks, “Contra” pushes some basic 
melodies and riffs on them, explor- 
ing them in a more nonlinear way 
— the edges are rougher, the exper- 
imentation a littie deeper, the influ- 
ences a little more varied. The lyrics, 
unfortunately, remain alternately 
esoteric and cheap: e.g., “Horcha- 
ta” exists primarily to rhyme “bala- 
clava” with “aranciata.” 


The album’s redemption, then, 
lies in the melodies. With “Contra,” 
Vampire Weekend begins to sound 
at times rather like a buttoned- 
down version of the Clash at its 
most worldly. But as the musicians 
increasingly favor piano, strings 
and bizarre drums over straight- 
up guitar riffs, they open up pos- 
sibilities that mainstream rock 
bands couldn’t dream of 

“Contra” isn’t quite as fun, as 
shallow or as immediately appeal- 
ing as its predecessor, which may 
exclude it from some frat-par- 
ty soundtracks, but it proves that 
Vampire Weekend is nothing if not 
charming and genuinely talent- 
ed.

He’s Not Gonna Take It 



Conan O’Brien says 
he won’t stay up any 
later for ‘Tonight’ 

Television 

Conan O’Brien said he won’t move 
his “Tonight Show” back a half- 
hour to accommodate NBC execu- 
tives’ plan to move Jay Leno out of 
prime time, forcing the network to 
choose between the two late-night 
performers. 

“I sincerely believe that delay- 
ing the ‘Tonight Show’ into the next 
day to accommodate another com- 
edy program will seriously damage 
what I consider to be the greatest 
franchise in the history of broad- 
casting,” O’Brien, 46, said Tuesday 
in a statement, or more specifical- 
ly, a letter addressed to “People of 
Earth.” “I cannot express in words 
how much I enjoy hosting this pro- 
gram and what an enormous per- 
sonal disappointment it is for me 
to consider losing it.” 

In his letter, O’Brien also took 
shots at NBC, stating that he 
wrongly assumed the network 
would give him, like his predeces- 
sor, “the benefit of some time and 
some degree of ratings support 
from the prime-time schedule.” He 
also said he refused to be a part of 
the show’s “destruction.” 

O’Brien’s statement sets the 
stage for negotiations over his 
departure. By refusing to move, he 
avoids quitting even though NBC 
executives have said they want 
Leno back in late night. 

NBC said this week it will stop 
broadcasting Jay Leno’s 10 p.m. 


talk show next month and plans to 
return him to 11:35 p.m. That would 
push “The Tonight Show With 
Conan O’Brien” a half-hour later

to 12:05 a.m. The change would 
end the prime-time experiment 
with Leno that sank the last-place 
TV network’s ratings and reduced 
the lead-in audience for local news 
and late-night shows. 

O’Brien said he doesn’t have 
an offer from a competing net- 
work. News Corp.’s Fox network 
has expressed an interest. 


Since O’Brien took over in June, 
“The Tonight Show” has fallen to 
second place behind CBS’ “Late 
Show With David Letterman.” 

O’Brien is averaging 2.84 mil- 
lion viewers a night, trailing Letter- 
man’s audience of 3.74 million. 
“The Tonight Show” has led in the 
l8-to-49-year-old audience, with 
1.49 million viewers on average to 
Letterman’s 1.17 million, though 
CBS has pulled even recently in 
that group. 

Leno led Letterman in both 
audience groups for 14 years, 
according to Nielsen data. 

The drama over late night 
stems from the 2004 decision by 
Jeffrey Zucker, now chief executive 
officer of NBC Universal, to anoint 
O’Brien as Leno’s eventual succes- 
sor at “The Tonight Show,” with the 
change scheduled for June 2009.

Corinne Bailey Rae is back. “The 
Sea,” Rae’s sophomore album, is 
due out Jan. 26 on Capitol Records 
and strays heavily from her first 
record. 

Released in 2006, Rae’s self- 
titled debut sold 1.9 million cop- 
ies in the United States. It spent 71 
weeks on the Billboard 200, peak- 
ing at No. 4 in February 2007. 

Rae, 30, received a slew of crit- 
ical accolades, including three 


Grammy Award nominations in 
2007 and another song of the year 
nod in 2008. She also received two 
MOBO Awards for best U.K. new- 


comer and best U.K. female. 

But personal tragedy brought 
Rae’s career to a standstill in March 
2008. Jason Rae, who the singer 


married in 2001, was found dead 
at a friend’s apartment in Leeds, 
England, from what a coroner’s 
report later revealed was an acci- 
dental overdose. 

“There was a long period where 
I didn’t really hear any songs,” she 
says. “Normally, in my everyday life. 
I’d be in the car and come up with a 
little line, or I’d look at something 
and try to describe it. ... I didn’t 
really think in that way anymore. 
Nothing was coming in.” 

Rae slowly began to make 
music again, she says, and her 
songwriting instinct “just start- 
ed to reappear. I don’t know why, 
but I was glad to have it back.”

This year’s Super Bowl is in Miami, 
but all of South Florida wants to 
play. 

The region’s three internation- 
al airports give visitors the flexi- 
bility to try a variety of beaches, 
restaurants and social scenes on 
the mainland and south into the 
Florida Keys, said Rodney Barre- 
to, chairman of the South Florida 
Super Bowl Host Committee. 

“It’s not a bad place to be enter- 
tained while you’re waiting for the 
big game,” he says. 

More than 70,000 ticket-holders 
are expected to attend the game, 
while more than 40,000 extra peo- 
ple will likely show up just for the 
parties and extracurricular activ- 
ities, Barreto said. 

Many will extend their 
trips to include the Pro Bowl, 
also being played in Miami, on 
Jan. 31. Here’s a sampling of what 
they’ll find across South Florida: 

FOOTBALL FESTIVITIES: The big

Road in South Beach and watch 
shoppers, dog-walkers and beach- 
goers traipse by. Lounge chairs for 
rent on the beach offer a comfort- 
able view of Miami Beach’s best- 
known tourist attraction: people 
wearing next to nothing. 

NATURE: Winter is the most com- 
fortable time of year to visit the 
Florida Everglades. The best way to 
traverse its swamps and sawgrass 
is by airboat. Tiny Coopertown — 
with just eight residents — is a 


tourism hub with airboat tours, a 
restaurant that serves Everglades 
delicacies such as frog legs, and an 
exhibit housing more than a dozen 
live alligators. 

A tram carries visitors around 
a paved, 15-mile loop at the Shark 
Valley Visitor Center in Ever- 
glades National Park. Bicycles 
can also take you around the 
loop, but beware the speed bumps 
— those are alligators sunning 
themselves next to the pavement.

Cool Condiments 

You probably can’t taste the differ- 
ence between a $25 bottle of olive 
oil from a small Sicilian producer 
and a $10 Trader Giotto’s one. But 
sample olive oil infused with sea- 
sonings — say, tangy garlic or fresh 
basil — and your mouth will go on 
a delicious Mediterranean trip. 

“Infused olive oil is perfect for 
when you create a recipe and you 
want to add more flavor,” says Clau- 
dio Pirollo, owner and chef of the 
Palisades’ Belgium-French eatery 
Et Voila! (Etvoiladc.com; 5120 Mac- 
arthur Blvd. NW; 202-237-2300), 
which prepares some dishes with 
its own basil-, curry- and pepper- 
corn-infused olive oils. 

Oils in which herbs, spices or 
flavorful fruits and veggies (think 
garlic, lemons and oranges) have 
been cooked and steeped for days, 
weeks or even months can add a 
new layer of Mediterranean zest 
to dishes. A rosemary-spiked oil 
makes a refreshing addition to a 
grilled salmon fillet; a citrus-pow- 
ered oil nicely complements roast- 
ed potatoes. And dipping warm, 
crusty bread into basil-infused oil 
— mamma mia! 

Infused oils originated with 
the ancient Egyptians, Greeks 
and Romans, who believed that oil 
from olives had magical, medicinal 
powers that helped preserve youth. 
(It turns out, they weren’t far off; 
“liquid gold,” as Homer called olio, 
delivers antioxidants and helps pro- 
mote heart health.) 

The oils of yore were steeped with 
fragrant herbs — everything from 
fennel to juniper to sage — and used 
in cosmetics and medicines. 

On modern tables, infused oils 
have gained something of a gour- 
met status. And they’re popping 
up on the shelves of local special- 
ty food stores and on the menus of 


plenty of restaurants. 

Customers at Arlington’s Extra 
Virgin restaurant (Extravirginva. 
com; 4053 Campbell Ave.; 703-998- 
8474) are hooked on the house- 
made kalamata olive-imbued oil 
tapenade, which is served as a 
dipping sauce for bread. Made by 
mixing a puree of kalamata olives, 
brine from the olives and extra-vir- 


gin olive oil, the blend is so popu- 
lar that the restaurant bottles and 
sells it (12 ounces for $12; 16 ounc- 
es for $18). “It’s a robust but bal- 
anced flavor of the kalamata olive 
and the extra-virgin olive oil,” 
says executive chef Paul “Chefar- 
io” Fario. “We wanted to showcase 
the whole olive — from the flesh 
to the oil itself.” 


Oil experts say there are plenty 
of interesting flavors in even the 
simplest infusion. 01io2go (Olio- 
2go.com), a Fairfax City Internet 
retailer that imports olive-oil prod- 
ucts from Italy, sells about a dozen 
types, from chili-peppered concoc- 
tions to rosemary-flavored EVOO. 

“Our really popular oils are 
white and black truffle oils,” says 
Luanne O’Loughlin, manager of 
01io2go. Also big sellers: lemon- 
flavored blends, which get their cit- 
rusy goodness from lemons pressed 
with the olives and then milled.

Want to create your own fla- 
vored oil? To avoid health risks, 
most experts say it’s best to 
mix spices and herbs into small 
amounts of oil, and then to con- 
sume the blend within days. 

After choosing a good base oil— 
maybe a peppery variety from 
northern Italy or a smooth Sicil- 
ian one — raid your spice shelves 
for dried basil or oregano; chop 
up fresh garlic and onions; and 
then take a zester to an orange. 
Then, stirflavorings into a gen- 
erous portion of olive oil. Or, take 
inspiration from Potenza (1430 
H St, NW; 202-638-4444) chef 
Bryan Moscatello's blend, which 
zings with chili flakes and paste, 
toasted fennel seeds, roast gar- 
lic, shallots, garlic, oregano and 
balsamic vinegar. Both A. Litteri 
(517 Morse St. NE; 202-544-0183) 
and 0lio2go also hawk ready-to- 
gospice blends. K.A. 


on your table, check out the infused 
oils at A. Litteri (517 Morse St. NE, 
202-544-0183; Litteris.com), a tiny 
Italian market tucked into a huge 
warehouse in Northeast. A range of 
bottles line Litteri’s floor-to-ceiling 
shelves, including more than 100 
brands of regular oils for sale and 
a handful of infused ones. Owner 
Mike DeFrancisci particularly 
favors DeLallo’s garlic-flavored oil, 
which is produced in Pennsylva- 
nia but tastes like something you’d 
chow down on in Tuscany. 

In the kitchen, infused oils can 
seamlessly substitute for regular 
olive oils. Just be sure to stick to the 
botties’ expiration dates to keep fla- 
vored oils as fresh as possible. And 
like all culinary oils, infused vari- 
eties are most piquant when kept 
away from heat and light — factors 
that can make an oil go bad before 
it reaches its normal 18 -month life 
span, O’Loughlin says. 

Of course, once your untrained 
taste buds meet an infused oil, 
we’re betting you won’t have any 
trouble polishing off a bottle any- 
how.
